Of Prerov. Alternate names for the airfield were: Henolov, Bochor, 
and glider pilots referred to it as Vymyslov. The airfield was built 
on level terrain and was bordered by a deciduous forest on the south- 
ern edge. There were no high chimneys or hills in the vicinity of 
the airfield. Telephone lineB were laid uncovered on the ground. 

The airfield measured about 1,800 m. north to south and 3,000 m.
